Capital Health slapped a 
popular downtown eatery 
with an order to shape up, 
or close its doors last week. 

On a routine inspection 
of Ric’s Grill on 101 Ave and 
104 Street, an inspector 
found that line coolers 
weren’t working due to 
electrical problems. 

“Bottom line, the temper¬ 
ature has to be less than 
four degrees,” said Capital 
Health spokesman, Rick Di- 
moclc. “This was found, and 
appeared to the inspector 
that it had been like that for 
awhile, but staff didn’t real¬ 
ize the coolers were off.” 

Health officials told 
restaurant management 
the only option to remain 
open for the day was to 
take food directly from a 
large freezer, rather than 
stock it in the potentially 
dangerous line coolers. 

“It could have caused bac¬ 
terial growth, which could 
lead to food poisoning if it’s 
not cooked properly. Some 
bacteria grow toxins, and 
even if you cook it properly, 
it doesn’t kill the toxins,” 
Dimock said. 

After a brief discussion, 
management and Capital 
Health decided to shut the 
doors until the problem 
could be solved, and the

food could be stored at a 
safe temperature again. 

The inspection was rou¬ 
tine, and Capital Health 
didn’t receive any com¬ 
plaints from customers. 

Ric’s Grill co-owner James 
Mancini said that as soon as 
staff realized there was a 
problem, they acted imme¬ 
diately to correct it. 

“As it should be in every 
restaurant, the safety of our 
guests is very important to 
us — not only the safety, but 
the food quality,” Mancini 
said. “We need to make sure 
that everything is running 
fine and the quality of the 
food that we’re serving our 
guests is appropriate and at 
our standards. If it isn’t, we 
just throw it out.”

Betancourt set free

The rescue was a huge 
coup for popular President 
Alvaro Uribe, an anti-guer¬ 
rilla hard-liner who has 
used billions of dollars in 
U.S. aid to push the rebels 
onto the defensive, cut 
crime and spur economic 
growth. 

Betancourt, 46, was the 


highest profile captive held 
by the Revolutionaiy 
Armed Forces of Colombia, 
known as the FARC, Latin 


America’s oldest surviving 
left-wing insurgency. 

A former presidential 
candidate, her dual French- 


Colombian nationality had 
helped bring world atten¬ 
tion to the plight of 
hostages held by the rebels. 

“I believe that this is a 
sign of peace for Colombia, 
that we can find peace,” 
Betancourt said, thanking 
the Colombian military for 
her rescue and weeping as 
she made her first public 
comments, carried on 
Colombian radio station 
Caracol. 

The rescue was carried 
out in the southern jungle 
province of Guaviare, San¬ 
tos said. Soldiers posed as 
members of a fictitious 
non-government organiza¬ 
tion that supposedly 
would fly the hostages by 
helicopter to a camp to 
meet with rebel leader Al¬ 
fonso CanO.

cent to 14,243, while its 
car sales fell 11.5 per cent 
to 18,122.

Households like drunken 
sailors, report says. 

A new Toronto Dominion 
Bank report suggests 
spendthrift Canadians will 
sober up their spending 
over the next 18 months, 
partly because an antici¬ 
pated retreat in commodi¬ 
ty prices will temper na¬ 
tional income growth. 

A confluence of other 
factors — including weak¬ 
er labour-market condi¬ 
tions, cooling housing 
markets and tamer wealth 
accumulation — will also 


force Canadians to get a 
grip on their finances. Con¬ 
sumer-spending growth is 
anticipated to slow from 
an annualized rate above 5 
per cent in early 2008 to a 
more restrained 2.6 per 
cent pace in 2009. 

“Households have been 
spending almost like 
drunken sailors over the 
past couple of years, which 
provided critical support 
to the economy when the 
export-oriented manufac¬ 
turing sector had been suf¬ 
fering,” the report said.

“It was sort of my thing,” 
he recalls. “I was known 
for it.” 

He relied on it. He 
never spent much

But he didn’t 
officially begin 
his journey to 
becoming the 
fastest man in Cana¬ 
da until he hit Grade 11. 

That’s when he discovered 
track — a sport he’d never con¬ 
sidered because his small Mar¬ 
itime island didn’t have proper 
facilities — and dropped every¬ 
thing to make it his life.

Sundin waits, Hossa signs 

Longtime Leafs star not ready to make decision on returning to NHL 


A day after nearly $400 million 
was spent on 50 players, two of 
the NHL’s elite free agents — Mats 
Sundin and Marian Hossa — man¬ 
aged to leave about $100 million 
in the pockets of owners. 

They did it for their own reasons: 
Sundin, because he wants to think 
about it. Hossa, because he wants 
to win a Stanley Cup. 

Sundin, with nothing but time 
on his hands, issued a statement 
thanking various teams for their 
interest, before adding: “I am sim¬ 
ply not close to being ready to 
make a decision about resuming 
my career at this time.” 

With that, a two-year, $20 mil¬ 
lion US offer from the Vancouver 
Canucks that would make him the 
highest-paid player in the NHL 
was on hold. As was a two-year, 
$14 million offer from the Leafs, 
and lucrative deals from other 
teams. 

For how long, no one knows. 

“He’s obviously very uncomfort¬ 
able in having to make a decision 
right now, and has chosen not to,” 
said Leafs GM Cliff Fletcher. “The 
minute Mats makes his mind up, 
we’ll deal with it at that time.” 

And with a “That’s Mats” atti¬ 
tude, the rest of the NHL went 
back to the busy work of signing

Pittsburgh, which had acquired 
him at the trade deadline and rode 
him to the Stanley Cup final, 
wanted him back, too, reportedly 
offering a $49 million, seven-year 


offer to stay. 

But, in a classic case of if you 
can’t beat ’em, join ’em, said he 
left Pittsburgh and signed with 
Detroit not for the money but be¬ 
cause he wants to win the Stan¬ 
ley Cup. 

“ft was a really tough deci¬ 
sion for me to make,” Hossa 
said in a conference call. 
“When I compare those two 
teams today, I would have a bet¬ 
ter chance to win the Cup with 
Detroit.”

It’s simple as that for the

The typical backyard shed 
has long had a reputation 
as an eyesore — useful but 
generally an ugly affair 
stuck into the corner of 
the backyard. 

We are here to tell you 
that you don’t need to put 
up with an ugly shed any 
longer. We have seen 
sheds that accent and 
beautify the backyard. 
They look great, and can 
they multitask! Just use 
your imagination. 

Sure a shed can be used 
to store gardening and 
other backyard equipment 
such as shovels, rakes, 
lawnmowers, bicycles and 
the like. But you can also 
customize a shed to suit 
your needs. A shed can be 
a gardening centre 
complete with a mini 
greenhouse, it can be a yo¬ 
ga studio, it can be a play¬ 
house for children, it can 
be a guest room, a pool ca¬ 
bana, a home office, an 
artist’s studio, or a person¬ 
al retreat. In fact, if you 
have a large backyard, you 
may even contemplate 
having several 
outbuildings.

Unpainted wood 
ages beautifully into a sil¬ 
very colour, and looks fan¬ 
tastic against climbing and 
other plants. To achieve 
this weather-beaten look, 
you can also use old 
French doors on the shed, 
old shutters, or old 
mirrors and other 
“antique” additions. 

If you are lucky enough 
to have an old barn or 
brick shed on your proper¬ 
ty, you can retain the 
charm of this material in 
the garden by either 
reusing the brick, or build¬ 
ing upon the “ruins”, so to 
speak. Or you can bring 
the material in, and fake 
the look. Natural stone, es¬ 
pecially limestone, has a 
natural beauty of its own!

dow boxes or the same 
lace curtains you have in 
your living room. Or they 
can include barn-lilce fea¬ 
tures such as weather- 
vanes, or a cupola on the 
roof or dormers. These can 
be cute —just don’t over¬ 
do it or you’ll end up with 
a shed that looks some¬ 
thing out of a cuckoo 
clock! Whichever style of 
shed you decide upon, sit¬ 
uate it in such a way that a 
stone walkway also acts as 
a viewing platform for the 
garden or a pool. 

Use plantings to 
enhance the beauty of this 
little house. For time sav¬ 
ings and a reasonable 
price, the metal or vinyl 
shed package from any 
big-box hardware store 
can work, with a little 
help from your 
imagination. But watch 
out — many are strictly 
utilitarian. And that would 
be a shame when there are 
so many charming and 
stylish directions the 
imagination could take 
when it comes to building 
a backyard shed.

Take note all amateur, sen¬ 
timental and professional 
collectors — we gotta talk.

Then what? 

I have a client who col¬ 
lected anything to do with 


pigs. Friends and relatives 
thoughtfully gave her pig 
collectables on numerous 
occasions. With an abun¬ 
dance of porcine parapher¬ 
nalia — and limited 
display areas — her space 
quickly turned into a pig¬ 
pen. 

Funny enough, after 
years of collecting she did¬ 
n’t even like pigs 
anymore. In fact, she had a 
constant headache from 
looking at the mess. But 
she felt guilty getting rid 
of the collection. Her 
thinking was that if she 
had friends or relatives 
come for a visit, the items 
they gave her should be 
out for display. 

I’m thankful that with 
reasoning, she finally un¬ 
derstands that her compa¬ 


ny is coming to visit her 
and not the pigs. Plus, it 
had been years since she 
had invited anyone over 
because her home was so 
cluttered. Once things 
were put into perspective, 
she was ready to let go — 
and she did. 

I’ve found it’s fairly typi¬ 
cal for collectors to lose in¬ 
terest in a collection and 
start another one. They 
may decide the objects of 
their affection are dated, 
meaningless or juvenile, 
or they may simply want 
to head in a new direction. 

And the fact is, they just 
like collecting. They find 
it’s a fun hobby, and it 
makes them feel good at 
the time.

Whether you 
grow your own, pick ’em 
at a local farm, or buy 
them at the market, now’s 
the time to enjoy ripe, 
sweet and juicy hand¬ 
picked strawberries. 

While traditional varieties 
produce a single crop in 
June, newer “day-neutral” 
strawberries ripen all 
summer long. These new 
varieties are still a very 
small percentage of crops, 
but more growers are 
planting them every year 
to extend the season. Now 
that’s delicious news. 
Enjoy them while 
available in as many ways 
as you can, topping your 
cereal, stirred into yogurt, 
swirled into smoothies or 
just as is — how sweet is 
that? 

Strawberries And 
Amaretti Mini Trifles 

When it comes to fresh 


strawberries, keep it sim¬ 
ple. These easy mini trifles 
can be made about 30 min¬ 
utes before serving, the 
liquid will soften the cook¬ 
ie crumbs a little. If this is 
an adult dessert, splash 
berries with a little al¬ 
mond liqueur. Later in the 
season, use a mixture of 
berries, as available and as 
you prefer. 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 cups (1 L) fresh strawber¬ 
ries 

3 tbsp (45 mL) granulated 
sugar 

18 small amaretti (crisp al¬ 
mond) cookies 
Va cup (50 mL) brown sugar 
Vi tsp (2 mL) vanilla 
I-V 2 cups (375 mL) plain or 
vanilla yogurt 
fresh mint sprigs 

METHOD: 

Slice strawberries in half, 
or quarters if large. Sprin¬ 
kle berries with sugar, stir 
gently and let stand 20 
minutes to release juices. 
Roughly break amaretti 


cookies and layer half be¬ 
tween six dessert glasses 
(sturdy wine glass or 
brandy snifters will work). 

Gently stir brown sugar 
and vanilla into yogurt un¬ 
til smooth. Taste and add 
more sugar or vanilla, if 
needed. 

Spoon half the strawber¬ 


ries and the juices over the 
cookie base. 

Top with remaining 
cookie crumbs, then re¬ 
maining strawberries. 
Spoon yogurt mixture 
evenly over berries. Chill 
and just before serving, 
garnish with mint. 

Makes 6 servings. 


Strawberry tips: 

• Good for you: Strawber¬ 
ries pack a wallop of 
healthy nutrients and with 
only 56 fat-free calories 
per cup. They provide fo¬ 
late, fibre, magnesium and 
potassium as well as an¬ 
tioxidants and phytochem¬ 
icals. Strawberries are high 


in Vitamin C — just 1 cup 
(250 mL) meets your daily 
needs. 

• Storing: Strawberries are 
delicate, but will last a few 
days in the refrigerator in 
well-ventilated cartons or 
in a single layer on a paper 
towel-lined shallow pan. 
Refrigerate berries, but 
don’t wash until you are 
ready to use. Then rinse 
gently and drain on paper 
towels. Remove the hulls 
after rinsing. 

• To freeze berries whole, 
rinse lightly, dry well and 
hull. Arrange in a single 
layer and freeze until firm, 
then pack in plastic bags 
or containers. To freeze 
your strawberries with 
sugar, sprinkle sugar over 
sliced strawberries — 3 A 
cup (175 mL) sugar per 4 
cups (1 L) sliced strawber¬ 
ries. Mix well before pack¬ 
ing into containers.

Vi cup (125 mL) grated ex¬ 
tra old cheddar cheese 
V 2 cup (125 mL) almond 
flour

1 tsp (5 mL) Dijon or seedy 
mustard 

Va cup (60 mL) Yogurt 
1 pinch of salt 
freshly ground black pep¬ 
per 

sunflower oil for cooking 

Seared Tuna: 

olive oil for brushing on 
the tuna 

IV 2 lb (750 g) sushi grade 
tuna 

salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 


METHOD: 

Add the carrots, cheddar 
cheese, almond flour, and 
baking soda to a medium¬ 
sized bowl and toss to mix 



thoroughly. 

In another small bowl, 
combine the eggs, mus¬ 
tard, yogurt, salt and fresh¬ 
ly ground pepper and stir 
well. Add the dry ingredi¬ 
ents to the wet and mix 
thoroughly. 

Coat a frying pan with a 
bit of oil and turn to medi¬ 
um heat. It is not neces¬ 
sary to fry these fritters in 
a lot of oil; just a light 
coating of oil in the fry¬ 
ing pan will do the job 
well. 

Drop heaping tea¬ 
spoons full of the mixture 
on the hot pan and fry,

Jolie, 33, arrived at the 
hospital on Sunday by heli¬ 
copter and has a suite of 
rooms reserved for her and 
her partner Brad Pitt, 
which have been sealed off 
by bodyguards. 

“Mrs. Angelina Jolie and

It didn’t end up having 
much to do with the 
show in the end, but that 
didn’t stop fans from 
making it a bestseller.

Lost Book Club, with e- 
commerce links that let 
you buy titles profiled on 
the show, and a tie-in 
with iTunes so you can 
pick up the audiobook 
version (if you’ve already 
evolved into an entirely 
post-literate creature.) Ac¬ 
cording to Verne Gay of 
Newsday, titles will be 
added whether they’re ac¬ 
tually read by cast mem¬ 
bers onscreen or just 
spotted amidst the set 
dressing. 

ABC’s book club site 
will include a synopsis of

The 
selection of books is hard 
to characterize, and 
ranges from the obvious 
(Michael Crichton’s Juras¬ 
sic Park, Aldous Huxley’s 
Island, William Golding’s 
Lord Of The Flies, 
Conrad’s Heart Of Dark¬ 
ness) to the interesting 
(Philip K. Dick’s Valis, 
Stephen Hawking’s A 
Brief History Of Time, 
Ayn Rand’s The Fountain¬ 
head, Lewis Carroll’s 
Through The Looking 
Glass and Alice In 


Wonderland and Henry 
James’ The Turn Of The 
Screw) to the outlandish 
(Stephen King’s Carrie, 
Judy Bloom’s Are You 
There God? It’s Me 
Margaret, and the 
children’s classic 
Bonjour, Babar.) 

Frankly, this doesn’t do 


much to dispel the image 
of the show as Thursday 
night post-pizza-and-doo- 
bie viewing for graduate 
students on the 8-year- 
plan, but that’s probably 
part of its appeal. It’s 


when the book club 
starts including Zen And 
The Art Of Motorcycle 
Maintenance or Carlos 
Castaneda books among 
its offerings that I’d start 
getting worried.
